district.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

I  have  periodically  inspected  all  parts  of  the  area. 

Water  Supply. 

Practically  all  parts  of  the  district  have  a  good  supply  of  water. 
Some  difficulty  has  arisen  with  a  few  cottages  at  Colden  Common 
where  the  well  water  is  not  good  and  the  water  mains  are  some 
distance  away,  but  steps  are  being  taken  to  bring  the  mains 
nearer  so  that  they  will  be  available.  Analyses  have  been  made 
of  public  supplies  and  numerous  private  wells.  No  illness  has 
been  traced  to  Water.  Two  of  the  Public  Supplies  which  serve 
a  large  portion  of  this  area  have  installed  chlorination  plants. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  systems  at  Hound,  Hamble  and  Twyford  have  been 
working  satisfactorily. 

Hound . — The  extension  of  the  sewer  in  this  district  is 
now  practically  completed. 
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West  End. — A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  in  eon- 
nection  with  the  plans  and  negotiations  with  the  Southampton 
Corporation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  very  shortly  we  shall  be 
ready  for  an  enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

New  Alresford. — With  reference  to  the  proposed  public 
sewerage  for  this  town  I  regret  to  say  the  same  difficulty 
remains,  viz.  that  of  obtaining  land  for  an  outfall.  As  stated 
in  my  last  report,  it  was  hoped  that  this  difficulty  had  been 
overcome,  but  objections  have  been  raised  by  the  owner, 
and  although  other  suggested  sites  have  been  inspected,  they 
are  not  satisfactory,  and  endeavours  are  still  being  made  to 
purchase  the  piece  of  land  which  was  considered  to  be  emi¬ 
nently  suitable  for  the  purpose.

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Scarlet  Fever.— Sixty-four  cases  were  notified  and  occurred  in 
sixteen  villages  at  various  times  throughout  the  year.  All  houses 
and  schools  were  visited  and  full  enquiries  made.  As  to  the  source 
of  the  disease,  this  was  discovered  in  many  instances  but  in  others 
could  not  be  definitely  traced.  At  the  present  time,  when  travel¬ 
ling  facilities  are  great,  and  children  go  a  distance  to  schools 
which  are  sometimes  outside  this  district,  they  come  in  contact 
in  buses  and  trains  with  many  others  some  of  whom  may  be 
carriers  of  the  complaint.  The  same  also  applies  to  Diphtheria. 

The  case  rate  was  1.9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  that  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  2.33  per  1,000 

Diphtheria. — Thirty-three  cases  occurred  in  thirteen  villages 
and  were  spread  over  the  whole  year.  None  of  these  had  been 
immunised.  The  homes  and  schools  were  visited  and  swabs  taken 
of  contacts.  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin,  which  is  supplied  free,  was 
given  in  all  cases.  There  were  three  deaths. 

The  case  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  1.0,  that  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  1.49  per  1,000 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  extended  to  children 
up  to  five  years  of  age  and  also  a  number  of  children  of  school  age 
have  been  immunised  by  the  consent  of  your  Council.  During 
the  year  366  children  have  been  treated,  and  there  have  been  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  amongst  them. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Three  cases  have  occurred  during 
the  year.  All  made  good  recoveries  and  there  was  no  impairment 
of  vision. 

Enteric  Fever. — Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Two  were  Basque  children  and  brought  the  disease  with  them. 
Another  was  a  holiday  child  who  brought  the  disease  from  London. 
The  fourth  case  was  one  of  Paratyphoid  and  was  believed  to 
have  been  contracted  from  eating  raw  vegetables.  All  the  cases 
made  a  good  recovery  and  there  was  no  spread  of  the  complaint.

I  beg  to  report  briefly  the  year’s  work  of  sanitary  administra* 
tion. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  premises  licensed  as  Slaughterhouses  and  Knackers’  Yards 
have  been  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  reported  that  there  appears  to  be  a  greater  tendency 
among  the  butchers  to  obtain  meat  direct  from  the  abattoirs  in 
neighbouring  towns,  and  slaughtering  is  confined  mainly  to  calves, 
pigs  and  sheep.

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Milk  Supply— Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936. — The  number  of  ac¬ 
credited  milk  producers  shew  an  increase  on  last  year’s  figures, 
there  now  being  fifty-three  producers  holding  a  licence  ;  in 
addition,  eleven  dairymen  have  licences  to  produce  Tuberculin- 
tested  milk. 

The  cowkeepers  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926,  have  decreased  from  two-hundred-and-eighty- three  to  two- 
hundred-and-seventy-one. 

Two  new  cow-sheds  have  been  erected,  and  improvements 
in  lighting  and  ventilation  and  drainage  have  been  secured  in  a 
large  number  of  dairy  premises  during  the  year. 


Water  Supply  and  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

The  Alresford  Public  Supply  have  extended  their  main  ap¬ 
proximately  200  yards  and  fifty  houses  have  been  connected. 

There  has  been  no  widespread  water  shortage  ;  a  few  wells 
and  rain-water  tanks  went  dry  for  short  periods  in  part  of  the 
district  during  the  year. 

The  conversion  of  thirty- two  privy  pits  to  W.C.’s  or  pail 
conveniences  has  been  secured  as  the  result  of  informal  action. 
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The  routine  inspections  carried  out  in  the  district  during  the 
year  are  tabulated  below  : —
